Governor Rogers of Washington has 
appointed Judge Jamee L. Moore, of 
Spokane, a regent of the State Tlniver- 
Hity, vice David Kelogg, term expired. 

The supreme court of Washington 
has revetsed the judgment of the su¬ 
perior court of Spokane oonnty Onding 
John Maeon and Thomas Hopkins 
gnilty of burglary. 

Dr. Willis E. Everette, a obemist of 
high standing in Tacoma, announces 
his snccees in the production of gold, 
copper and nickel from antimony. He 
says he has heretofore produced gold 
from silver. 

Governor Lord has issued a requisi¬ 
tion on Governoi^Bndd of California, 
for the delivery to W. W. Gage sheriff 
of Coos oonnty, of F. W. Simpson, a 
fugitive embezzler, now in San Fran- 
oioso. 

Los Angeles oil prodnoers’ trustees 
report a new oontraot with a San Fran- 
oisoo firm for 1000 barrels a month. 
That brings their total oontraots for 
delivery at San Francisco np to 10,000 
barrels a mouth. They believe they 
will be able to double this before long. 

Many offers of assistanoe have been 
made to George S. Allen, whose saw¬ 
mill. near Olympia, horned recently. 
A number of citizens have offered to 
oontribnte |25 each in cash, the Rus¬ 
sell shingle mill at Woodland has 
offered shingles and several oarpouters 
have volnnteered a weeks’ work. 

In San Lnis Obispo and Santa Bar¬ 
bara oonnties. Cal., there remains 
fifty-five miles of the railway in the 
Coast division gap to be bnilt. About 
1000 men will be put on. It will take 
ten months to finish. When oompleted 
the tbiongh East-bound passsenger 
trains will be run over that ronto. 

While the dry season has made gnlob 
and placer mining an imposibility in 
many localities the river mines have 
bad an nninterrnpted season. On the 
Klamath the Buckeye Bar placer mine 
has been worked during the past winter 
something they have been nnable to do 
when the water was plentiful. 

Lafe Frizzell, of Gilliam oonnty. 
Or., has cleaned np $2000 on the 1600 
yearling sheep he bought in the Sboofly 
oonntry last fall, wbiob be sold to M. 
Fitzgerald last week at |3.2o per 
bead. Mr. Frizzell tonght them at 
prices ranging from tl.87>^ to $1.60, 
and after dednoting the expenses and 
loss, figures he has made a profit as 
stated above. 

Governor Bndd has commuted the 
sentence of John Desmond, sentenced 
on October 16, 1895, to serve a term 
of fourteen years for perjnry. The 
commutation is based on the recom¬ 
mendation of Dr. Lawler, the prison 
physician, who declares that Desmond 
is suffering from an inonrablo disuase, 
and bis relativea desire that he should 
die outside the prison walls. 

The Santa Monica Beach Improve¬ 
ment Company, with a capital stock 
of $100,000, divided into 4000 shares 
of $26 each, baa been organized, and 
as soon as offioers are elected they will 
proceed with the building of a pleasure 
wbaif, the laying of a plank or aspbal- 
tnm walk and the building of a line of 
oosy cottages along tbs ocean front on 
the beaob. 

The laud grant in Arizona of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad has been 
sold nnder foreolosnre by Karl A. 
Snyder, master in obanoery. Only 
two bids were offered for the land, 
one of $6000 and the other of 66,080. 
Treasurer Wilder made the latter bid, 
and the entire grant of 1,600.444 
acres was knocked down to him, the 
price paid being less than half a cent 
per acre. 

Auditor A. J. Strain, of Whitman 
oonnty, Wash., has oompleted footing 
the amonnt of the releases of farm 
mortgages and of the new mortgages 
recorded in Garfield oonnty during the 
past 18 months. The exact figures 
are; Mortgages canceled, $194,439.64; 
mottgagea recorded, $64,496.86. Thus 
it will be seen that the mortgage in¬ 
debtedness paid off during this time is 
$139,942.68 in excess of that inonrred. 

Trade in California sweet wines 
shows an increase. The total esti¬ 
mated prodnot for this year is 3,000,- 
OOi) gallons, 25 per cent more than 
last year. Heretofore there has been 
little profit in the vintage because of 
the fierce competition of growers; the 
prodnoers have now made arrange¬ 
ments with a sweet wine syndicate 
wbiob will control the entire prodnot 
of the State and give all concerned 
some share in the profit.

Almost every year adds 
new slrciigtli to licr powerful arm, new 
wealth to tier vast resourct*s. ttther 
nations liave grown to malurlty, ilecuy- 
ed ami passed away within tlie period 
of licr liistory, but Itussia remains, still 
growing. 

IVlaiiy young persons are apt to re- 
ganl clergymen as a serious and sol¬ 
emn class, ami to infer tlicrcfrom tliat 
religion must be a gloomy matter.

When or where Itlohnpd Guin¬ 
ness was born,, and who and what his 
father was. is utterly unknown.” Of 
course tliere is nolliliig disgraceful In 
tile fad that a butler was great-grand¬ 
father to two lords. Tlie suobliery lies 
in tiyiiig to ignore that fact. 

Tlie amemlm(*nt to the CoiLstitutioii 
lu-oiMksed liy Senator Hoar <*hanglii)s 
the date for the eomnieiiceinent of the 
Presidential and Senatorial terms from 
March -1 lo .•Vprll ltd lias tKH*ii the sub- 
JiK*t of dlseiissiou for yeai-s. If the 
amendment sliould be adopted It would 
extend Hie term of President .McKinley 
to April ;{(), ItKH, aiul also the terms of 
Hie Seiiatoi-s and Itepn*sentatlves to 
tlie same date.

Mareli fell on Hie 4Hi, :iiul lienee this 
order, not Hu* cutisHtiiHon, lias llxed tlie

the Presldenlliil term. Tin* constitu¬ 
tion is silent as to tlie date of Inaugura¬ 
tion. It merely ilt'clares tliat a Presi 
dent sliall lie elecied ev ery four years. 

It hiippeneil, liowevcr, on aceonnt of 
llu* poor racllllles for travel in those 
ilays, tliat Hu* Senators and Kepresen- 
tuHves were not iilile to organize C-on- 
gres.s pronnitly on Hu* date (l\i*<l liy tlie 
old congress, ami General Waslilngton 
was not Inaugurated until April :t(), 
ITS'.l. Tliere are Hiose who believe tliat 
General Washington could liave servisl 
four years from Hie dale of his in 
augnratlon, tlms lirlnglng all sulise- 
queiit Inaugiiratloiis iiimn a more (iro- 
liitlous day. It is the date of Wasliin.g 
ton’s inauguration tliat has su.ggesied 
Hu* diange eiiilKnlied in Senator Hoar’s 
resolution, and Its adoption would tend 
to nvall every four years Hie interest¬ 
ing lilslorirnl associations surrounding 
Hu* iuau.giiralioii of our lli*st President.

TOBACCO OUST.* 

The Decornai of a 8L lK>aia Trial Waa 
Upaet by It. 

A very unusual court scene in St. 
Loiil.s is ilescrlbed by the Globe-Dem¬ 
ocrat. The reporter who “wrote It up” 
is undoubteilly a bright man. and must 
have found the subject pcH;uliarly in- 
splrlug. 

The case of John H. Vette against 
John C. Obert was on trial in Judge 
Haughton’s court the other day. Dur¬ 
ing the process of the suit the lawyers 
had a tilt over the admission of certain 
evidence, and Hie following dialogue 
eusu<*d; 

“Your Honor, the as.sertion tliat was 
Ju.st made by tlie—ec-cachoo-ou my— 
ec-oachoo—is alisolutely—eccachoo!” 

“Your Honor, I—ec-caclioo—sir, to 
the statement made by my—ec- 
cachoo I” 

Judge Huugtoii admitted the testi¬ 
mony, and the wltnc*ss proci>€ded; 

“Well, it was Just this—e<*-cachoo! I 
said to Mr.—ec-caelioo-caclioo—and he 
said to me—ec-eaehoo-eaclioo-cacliool” 

At this jKiInt uwirl.v every oue in 
court was sneezing. Lawyers, clleuts. 
Jurors and wltm sses Joined in a chorus 
In which siieezt*s of various quality 
and a wide range of tone and discord 
were mingled. 

The pompous, iKiiiderous siit*ezi* of 
Constable Hand was a most effective 
basso, that gave strength to the chorus, 
wlille the beautiful trelile of Oouut 
Frederick von Gereke rose clear and 
shrill above Hie minor notes. 

Tlie Jurors formetl a perfect scale of 
notes, extemlliig over an octave and a 
half, and forming a meliKlious aeeom- 
puiiitiient to the general liuiilen of the 
grand, sweet song. 

Xaturally, during Hiis outliurst of 
Wagnerian solcmnily court was Inter¬ 
rupted. .ludge Haiigliton rapped for 
orrler, but tlie only rejily was from a 
big German Iiulclier, one of the jury, 
wlio. with ids magultieent tenor, sent 
his voice uiiwanl in a series of trills, 
runs and cadenzas in what was jirolm- 
l>ly one of Hio most lieautiful eolleetiou 
of sneezes ever Iieard. 'riieu dropping, 
wltli a series of grace notes, lo the low¬ 
er register, lie (*nded with ii inovemeut 
in two-four time, in a live-flat lin.ile 
tliat would have done crisllt to Sousa’s 
hand. 

At this moment Judge Ilaugliton 
looRi*u through tlie open door iulo Hie 
liack room, wdiere Tom Mac.Xleavy 
was unconcernedly rolling and lireak- 
lug, in front of an oiien window, the 
supply of tobacco whicli lie in lends to 
lake on his Ashing trlj). The tine dust 
from the dry leaf—and Tom is said to 
smoke tlie stmiigest tobacco in town— 
waa lK*tng wafted into Hie court room 
on the gentle brcezi*. 

The door was sliut, all the windows 
opeiiod, and the court procceilcd. But 
despite the coui£*dy wliicli hud Just 
iK'eii enacted, there was scarcely a dry 
eye lu the room. 

Thrift ou Wheeia. 

They have had a queer trouble with 
conductors recently ou the street rail¬ 
road line in Richmond, Va. The com¬ 
pany established a special rate of sJx 
tickets for a quarter (single fares 5 
cents). A number of <*ondnctor8 se¬ 
cured blocks of tickets and turned 
these in for fares received. Thus when 
six people had paid t'ach 5 cents the 
conductor would pocket the 30 cents, 
but turn in six tickets that only cost 
lilm 25 cents. The performance cost 
several condutcors their places, al¬ 
though the company was getting its 
price for each passenger. 

This recalls early days of Hartford 
horse-car lilstory. At that time single 
fares were 7 cents: tickets. 20 for $1. 
One well-known citizen, worth his hun¬ 
dred thousand or more, used to sit by 
the fare box lu the bobtail car, and, 
when 7 cents were passed up to him, 
he would drop In a 6-cent ticket and 
pocket the cash. It was the custom 
then to pass uji all fares, each passen¬ 
ger being exiKK'ted to do tils part as 
conductor for the conqiany. This 
thrifty gentleman used to clear not 
Duly enough to pay for his own tickets, 
but a iw'at baUiiK'e for otlier uses. The 
company never interfered dli*ei*tly with 
his pastime, l«ut it did change tbe s}’3- 
teni.—Hartford Courant. 

Gold Field Justice. 

Just liefore we arrived a young fel¬ 
low from Seattle, of a wealthy family, 
was drowniHl at this narrow bridge 
while utti'mpting to cross before the 
structure waa complete. He last his 
footing and help came too late. The

When the men at camp heard 
of it they at once held a meeting and 
there was talk of lynching, but at last 
they gave tlic teamster five hours to 
sell his team and leave. He tried to 
board a ship, but the captain refused 
to have him. and at last he took to the 
woods until he could get a boat to Ju¬ 
neau. This is a sample of frontier ju.s- 
tice. .Xny man caught stealing is shot 
ou the spot: you can leave your clothes 
and provisions liy the road with your 
name attacheil and be sure of finding 
Hicm when you return.—Dyea letter to 
Chicago News.

THE OLD M'KINLEY HOME. 

Birthplace of Jaaiee McKinlcjr, 
Fionecrof the Familjr In America. 

Standing In tbe county of Antvka— 
Ireland’s northernmost district—Is a 
comfortable old farm bouse, which un¬ 
til recently attracted little notice, bof 
which has now become a place of uiora 
than local fame. Parish oracles potat 
out the homest€*ad of Dervock wtth 
unction, and errant Americans ilBtft 
thither from Lome, Belfast and ewu 
distant Dublin. I’or this square-buUt 
stone farm house was the nurtflng 
home of the house of McKinley, aiad 
uudt*r this venerable roof was born 
lames McKinley, pioneer of the family 
In America, and ancestor of tlie ITesl- 
Jeut of these United States. 

Two stories liigli, with narrow, small- 
paned windows, and a sort of leou-to 
.idditiou—sueh is the outward aspeebof 
the McKinley i*otlage. Up to a decade 
since till* roof was picturesquely Hukteh- 
:*d: but the present tenant tore away 
the straw and covered the house with 
more useful, but certainly less attiac- 
tlve slates. In the low doorway sta«da 
1 “half-door,” that hospitable Uettle 
dea, which keeps undesirable strangers 
>ut, while bidding a licarty welc*ome to 
Hie desirable. Besides this ctoor, 
llirough which one gets a view of tbe 
neatly kept interior, stands an ancient 
granite stone, now used us a seaL but 
which.once occiipU*d a more imporhaut 
position. The two chimneys of the sot- 
tage are very old, but so strongly and 
serviceably did the McKinleys of for¬ 
mer days build tlioni that subsequent 
Jwellers foiiud in them uotliliig to aih>r. 
The same, indeed, may be said of Der¬ 
vock as a wliole—it was built through- 
aut .solidly and well. 

From many residents of the paaisb 
were gathered scraps of Dervock his-, 
tory, until it was easy to trace the nwd- 
est story of the old liouse. Some siUd 
Hint Hie McKinleys were of a S<*ottIsh 
race that settled in .Vntrlm during 
lames I’s plantation of Ulster; others 
stoutly maintained that they were of 
pure Irish stock, and merely a sub-

tribe or branch funilly of the greal 
tioiise of O’Neill. However this may 
be, it is fairly certain that during Um 
reign of Cliiirles II. James McKinley, 
son of another James McKinley, auil 
called “Shuinus Ogc,” or “James the 
younger,” settled upon the lauds of 
Dervock. 'Uhe imnie “Shanius Oge” 
may be found uiiumg the list of those 
to wliom a contract for the making of 
a road along Hie shores of lamgh Neagh 
was issued in ihe year 1088. In 1709 
David McKinley of Dervock was a col¬ 
lector of the ’’liearth tax” lu Antrim. 
Doubtless these aueesturs of President 
McKinley had a tlwelllug on tlielr form, 
but no vestiges thereof remalu. 

The existing structure was built id 
I7t>5, as one can see from tbe old stone 
seat hitherto alluded to .as standing by 
the Dervock door. This old stone was 
formerly the hearth stone of tbe farm 
liouse, but a funner tenant, finding that 
his floor bad sunk below tbe level ot 
the stone, removed It, and. had It aet 
up us a seat. 'I'heu it was that' on the 
reverse of the granite slab was discov¬ 
ered the Inscription: “W. McK., 1786." 
'Tradition coutldently asserts that this 
luctuis “Wllllain McKinley, 1766,” tbs 
date iK'iug that of the completion of tha 
farm bouse.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


THE UNITED STATES CIVIL SERVICE. 

There were, in 1897, in the civil 
service of the United States (loveru- 
ment 178,717 positions, of whioh 87,- 
107 were in the classified list, to be 
filled by competitive examinations, 
and fil.OlO^nuulassitied, two-thirds of 
whom were fourth-olass postmasters, 
the others ranging down to mere labor- 
eis.

The 
regulations then established were 
quite stringent, and they have been | 
made more so by snoeessive adminis¬ 
trations, the scope of the law having ! 
been also extended and new olasses of I 
■ervioe brought nuder the control of i 
the Civil Service Commission. . 

The oivil service law has met with not 
a little opposition from the politicians 
of both patties, many of whom have 
desired to dispose of oflfioial positions 
as the rewards of effeotive work at the 
polls, irrespective of the fitness of 
employes for their places; but it is 
safe to say that the great majority of 
the people of all parties are strongly 
in favor of the law, and would prefer 
to aee it extended in its operations, to 
iaolnde a still larger number of those 
who work foi the pablio.

There is no mention made of the 
Diiiues of the piiblisbers or editors, but 
an advertisement, which is iiist>rted, 
a.‘'ks for rags, old seines, fishing nets 
and tbe like to be brought to the office, 
lo that paper can be made from it. 
From tbis it wonhl seem that the firm 
manufttetured its own paiier. 

In the news columns, which form but a 
small portion of tbe paper, the adver¬ 
tisements covering a greater x>art, is a 
di.spatch datttd Loudon, Feb. 25 pre¬ 
vious, giving an account of an insurrec¬ 
tion in Ireland. There uro also publish- 
etl Paine’s reasons lor preserving tho 
life of fjouis Cnitet. The plan of tbe 
Ui'W French constitution is given and 
a number of dispatches from Paris ap- 
pe;ir. 

line of the most iuterestiugadverti.se- 
lUi nts in the paper is that of a.lottery. 

It states that it will be given by the 
coniniissiouer appointed to pn-puro tho 
puldio buildings, etc., within the city 
of Wasliingtun for the reception of con¬ 
gress and for their pcrmuuent residence 
after tho year 1800. Haniuel Blodgett 
was the agent for tho affair in tliis eity. 
The eapitul ijrize was a hotel, with all 
furnishings, valued at $50,000. There 
Were cash i)rizes of $25,000, tho whole 
amounting to $550,000. The lottery, 
by tlie way, was never bold, as i.iueb 
opposition was developied against it.

There is also an advertisement of the 
0 ]ieniiig of tho eity tavern at tho sign 
of the “Bunch of (Uapes” by .lohn 
Wi.se. Tho statement is made that 
northern and southern mails will arrive 
at the offieo until Nov. 1 on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays at 6 p. m. 

On one of the pages is a song eoni- 
liosed for Lodgo No. 10 "of Cliarles- 
town, ” commonly called Portobacco. 

Tho paper consists of four pages of 
four columns each. Thu size of the 
-sheets is about 13 by 18 iuclies. Thu 
paxier was published Thursdays of each 
I week.

Strange Hiatorv of a Slave Revealed 
in a Law Court. 

The will of Nathan HprlngfleJd, when 
on trial in the Supreme Court, brought 
to light incidents in a career that wa.s 
remarkable. Natluin Springfield wti.s 
bom in Virginia, In 1812, a slave. On 
Dec. 10, 1896, when nearly elghty-flve 
years of age, he died, leaving property 
valued at between $30,000 and $-(0,000. 

In his youth Nathan acquired the 
trade of a blacksmith. He was owned 
b.v a Methodist minister. After attain¬ 
ing his majority Nathan bargained 
with his master to buy his own free¬ 
dom for $800. The pledge was given, 
and tlie youth went to work with a 
will. The young slave accumulated tho 
sum and gave it to Uls master as a ran¬ 
som for 'uls freedom. 

The clergyman took the money, but 
failed to keep his agreement. Nathan 
remained a slave. Ijateir his master 
sold him to a wealthy planter. Still 
nourishing a desire to be liberated, 
Nathan made a bargain with his sec- 
oml master, this time offering $400 ns .a 
ran.som. Consent was given, aud the 
young man, after much labor, procured 
the money. But he was again destined 
to disappointment. The second master 
also kept both money aud slave. 

Exasperated by this treatmeiH, 
Nathan discardetl arbitration aud re¬ 
solved to gain his freedo.m by flight. 
At the age of thirty-five an o.oportunlty 
was affortled, and he made his escape, 
coming to Boston. He left a wife be¬ 
hind him, but the wife of the seeou.l 
master, knowing of the previous nego 
tiatiuns, induced her husband to re 
lease the lonely wife, who soon after 
rejoined her husband In Boston. 

Nathan worked at blacksmitblng In 
and about Boston for a time, and later 
started peddling straw. He was Indus¬ 
trious and saving, his business grew 
rapidly and within a comparatively 
short time he was the proprietor of a 
large and profitable hay, grain, straw 
aud coal business. At his death he 
owned real estate In the West End, 
Cambridge and other places, and had 
large deposits In various Boston banks.

of religion general¬ 
ly, though he may lie familiar with 
some of the proniiises and qiMde them 
frequently .ind with much apparent 
rornestness. But this almost i-overs 
tho extent of his knowliMlge. t>f that 
mas-s of useful information iJoriil In 
the Bible for tho tliorough furnishing 
of the man of God unto “all giHsl 
works” he Is Ignorant. Tliough the 
word of God Itself declaros that ‘'all 
Scripture Is given b.v Inspiration of 
God. and Is profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, for inslriiclion 
In rlglitiHuisiicss,” to liiiii it Is as tliough 
the Sd'lpturcs were chiclly dcslgmil to 
warm the feelings, kindle the fires of 
zeal and Jo.v in tils heart, and pleasantl,v 
afl'd't tlie sensiliilltles. If he habitual¬ 
ly reads the Bible, it Is eonfiiUHl to iiT- 
tain simple and easy iiortlons, general¬ 
ly exelaiiialory ami palhelle. The ev- 
erla.stliig principles upon which ap- 
p«»als are mmle and Hie arguments by 
which their truth Is made to appear, he 
pa.sscs over as quickly ns pos.sllue. or 
(\ntircly neglects. Ou this aci-oiiut lie 
Is unable to make a clear statciuent of 
aii.v dtu'lrluc, or to dctcriiilne comiirn- 
ing the Koumincss of any of the views 
which may be in question, and is un- 
prcpariHi Ui lii.struct ollicrs In the way 
of life. 

In his religious notions he may 1 m* 
very lOosc, having little attachment for 
forms or rotalilishc<l nsagro, unless 
they are (iniiiecled with the gratifica¬ 
tion of his desires for warmth and 
lliv, tlnm he will (imteml for them to 
the la.st. His most familiar and oft- 
repeated expressions are; “II d<H‘S not 
make mueh difference what a man Im*- 
lleves if his lu'art Is only right;” or 
•’Give me a religion (hat makes a man 
shouting happy. If It will not make 
a man shunting liappy, It Is not worth 
liaving.” 

It nm.v be, however, that he will Ik* 
UlgoitHl, demmneing all srols other than 
his own, nnd all nsagt's except tlnxse 
to, which he has l)ccu aeeustometl. He 
may he eenstiriuiis, ami ufilrm that men 
who are not us demonstrative as he 
ha ve not the iK)w«r nml spirit of relig¬ 
ion, oro* “dead,” “pluektil up by the 
i\>ots,” or may Intimate lihat they are 
“et'lll in sin,” or are ou “a lower plane.” 
If others «llffer with him cMaici'rnlng 
nieasureet or nuMles, he may arouse 
them of stopping the work, or putting 
a slralt-Jaeket ou the ehureh, or of 
“steadying tho ark.” Should he happen 
to Imj p«irtlciilarly lutere.stwl in some 
one doctrine or euslom, he will make 
It a hobby and harp iii>on It to tho n(*g- 
lect of overything olse, until tho truth 
which It eoutiilus bd-ouies distuiteful 
to others. 

Y<*t tho Ilian whoso religion Is all 
heart may Iki savi'd b.v common wnse 
and a giKMl natural tonqier from tnese 
evils of spirit, and iM* a kind, inoffen¬ 
sive, active poiMon; though this. It must 
be confessed, Is rare. Such chnraotees 
frequently ixis.soss a sU'ango kind of 
conselouco. muddy and oonfusod on tho 
simplest questions of Christian morals. 

Soineitlmro, though there Is no rea.son 
for It, judgiug others by his own feel¬ 
ings he will declare that the church 
Is on the threshold of the greatrot re¬ 
vival In Its history, that he “feejs It In 
his tiones,” that lie Is as sure of It as he 
is that God has eouvo>rted his soul Yet 
nothing may come of It. Many whoso 
religion Is all heart lux: roused only 
once a year, and after Che I'cvlval ends 
are scarcely seen at the means of gi-ace 
till the periiMl of special effort returns 
with the season. 

In compai'Iug the man whoso relig¬ 
ion Is all Intellectual with one whose re¬ 
ligion Is all emotional, the former as to 
stability Is to be prDferre<l, but as re- 
BiMiets spirituality there Is little to 
choose. The more lutelleetual charac¬ 
ter does Ie.ss harm than the other, and 
IKirhaps less.good. Of solid, lusting, re¬ 
ligious peace, both are Ignorant. The 
highest attainment of the one Is a kind 
of uncertain satisfaction, aud of the 
other an excited Joy which needs much 
kindling wood aud constant I’anuliig to 
keep it alive. 

The complete typo of these charac¬ 
ters Is seldom seen, but the number of 
those in whom one or the other ten¬ 
dency preponderatee is large; aud 
where either extreme exists the ten¬ 
dency Is further and further away 
from the golden mean. Let him who 
Is clear, but cold, pray for holy zeal; 
and him who Is ^varm, but fluctuating, 
for wisdom and stability. Then, lH^lng 
prepared by “the unity of the spirit in 
the Iwnd of peace,” they may eo-oper- 
ate heartily aud without friction In 
every form of Christian work.—New 
York Christian Advocate.
